Forty-nine per cent of the current 
taxes had been collected by that date. 


According to 'the city!* director of 


revenue and finance, the fine showing 
1* to be explained by improved busi- 
ness conditions plus personal *ellel- 
tations on the part of his office. A 
citizens' committee Is making a 
houee-to-house campaign for 
pay- 


ment of back taxes. Payment has 
been facilitated, too, by modifying 
the usual tax-collection rules with a 
system of monthly instalment pay- 
ments. • All these thing* together are 
making

toward filling the municipal coffers. 
Other cities should take note. A re- 
form greatly needed In many places 
is instalment-plan tax payments. 
Where the rule i* fall payment or 
nothing, penalties accumulate on un-
